Great Britain Does Not Approve 


Russo-American Concord on 


Chinese Situation. 


PAPERS SAY CONCERT IS BROKEN 


London, Aug. 31.—The afternoon 


papers today appear to be perplexed 
at the Americo-Russian accord to 
secure the prompt evacuation of Pe- 
kin. 
They point out how complete- 


ly this upsets preconceived notions 
from grouping of the powers on the 
Chinese question, and the consensus 
of Londoji editorial opinion is that 
the proposals are antagonistic to 
British interests and that the allies 
should remain iu Pekiii until the 
Chinese government is re-established 
and the ring leaders of the present 
uprising are punished. 


The Globe seizes the opportunity 


to indulge in unfriendly criticism, 
accusing the United States of break- 
ing the concert of the powers and 
playing into the hands of Russia 
against Great Britain by supporting 
the suggestion of the employment of 
Li Hung Chang, who, the papers de- 
clares, is notoriously hostile to Great 
Britain and friendly to Russia. 
The 


Globe urges that the British gov- 
ernment oppose to the uttermost the 
idea of evacuation of Pekin, in which 
course, the paper adds, it will be 
supported by Emperor William, of 
Germany. 


GUARDING THE GATES. 


Yokohoma, Aug. 31.—General Ya- 


maguchi, commanding the Japanese 
troops in China, reports that a meet- 
Ing of foreign ministers and com- 
manders has decided to maintain 
guards at the gates of the imperial 
city, entrusting the south gates to 
the Americans while the Japanese 
hold three others. 
It was also de- 


cided to commemorate the occupation 
of Pekin by a march of the allied 
troops through the imperial city Au- 
gust 28.

guards have left the palace and have 
surrendered 
themselves. 
The in- 


mates of the palace have been as- 
sured that they will be treated with 
every consideration.

COMPLAINS OF BOXERS.

Taku, Aug. 28, via 'Shanghai, Aug. 


30.—'An intercepted letter written by 
the viceroy at Pao-Ting Fu, who 
com- 


manded at Tien-Tsin during the 
fighting there,' complains th'at the 
boxers are overrunning the country 
southwest of Tien-Tsin, particularly 
the cities on the Grand canal, despis- 
ing the officials who at first coun- 
tenanced them, and looting- and kill- 
ing the enemies of their organization 
and fighting the imperial troops. 


The gates of Poa-Ting-Fu arc kept 


closed and the people inside are suf- 
fering, the "boxers practically be- 
serging the place. 


The viceroy reports that the taotai 


of the ci'ty of Tsang-Chow, on the 
canal, invited 2,000 'boxers to a feast, 
and that -wliile the Boxers were eat- 
ing find their weapons were stacked, 
the imperial soldiers by his orders 
fell upon them and slaughtered all 
of them. 


There is much recrimination be- 


tween the foreigners besieged in Pe- 
kin and the members of the relieving 
force. Officers say that 'the besieged 
sent out alarmist reports and that 
the "condition of'the foreigners was 
never one 'of such extremities as the 
official dispatch' reported. The for- 
eigners, they assert, could have re- 
sisted indefinitely. 


The besieged accuse the general of 


-timidity and of exaggerating the 
Chinese opposition. 
They think a 


much smaller army might 1iave made 
the marlt and relieved them months 
sooner. 


The looting at Pekin proceeds in- 


dustriously and openly. The officers 
of every nation except the Americans 
ignore the repressive order, and all 
the allies ridicule ^he Americans for 
their abstention. 


Missionary Green, of the China in- 


land mission, .his sister, -wife and 
their..tyro children, who were for a 
time held M prisoners 'by the boxers 
ht Haing-Hinng-SIn, hear Poa/Tlng- 


Fu, were well treated. A company of 
Chinese Catholics have held a town 
near Poii-Ting-Fu for three months 
against the boxers and the imperial 
troops. 


The officers have offered large sums 


for their capture. 


THE MARCH TO PEKIJf.

march to the relief of Pekin was that 
their transportation wagons, were 
late in arriving. 
The Ninth infan- 


try possessed the only outfit which 
reached Tien Tsin up to the time of 
starting. The supplies were divided 
among the soldiers of the ninth and 
the Fourteenth regiments and the 
battery. 


The Americans with 
haversacks, 


blankets and tent rolls started under 
the heaviest loads, hut they soon 
stripped to fighting trim, preferring 
to forego their blankets rather than 
Lo sweat uuder them. 


During the last two nights of the 


march they slept tired and worn out 
in the rain without shelter or cover. 


Oue night the wagon train lost the 


road and passed the American camp. 
Tliu drivers plodded 
along 
four 


miles in the darkness find vain. They 
might have driven into the Chinese 
camp, but, fortunately, the Russians 
stopped them just in time. 


The 'Americans 
often 
bivouaced 


supperless and breakfastless, and to- 
word the end the officers kept the 
men at work only by appealing to 
their national pride. 


"Don't let the Britishers beat you. 


Don't let the Russians get ahead,-"' 
they urged constantly. 


The 
army 
transport, 
when 
it 


reached Pekin, was an unique specta- 
cle. 


Miles of animals, 
vehicles 
and 


coolies trailed 
behind 
everything 


imaginable on wheels, from farm 
wagons to fashionable equippages. 


The Japanese had cows bearing 
cks and the Russians had camels. 
Chinamen pulled the carts 
and 


staggered under heavy packs, the 
soldiers cursing and beating them. 
Several dropped dead. Two hundred 
links and scows bearing munitions 
were towed up the river by coolies. 


Had the Chinese taken the offen- 


sive most 
of 
the 
transportation 


might easily have been captured and 
cut to pieces by small flanking par- 
ties. 


After it was apparent 
that the 


enemy was demoralized, the generals 
:rusted the transport 
to luck, and 


jeut their efforts toward 
getting

Only such an emergency as 


existed could have justified

liardships as were imposed upon the

In the grounds of the British lega- 


tion, where- a handful of men with- 
stood the minions of the Chinese cap- 
ital for fifty-six days, a memorable 
celebration is in progress tonight in 
vindication of that principle. 
Mis- 


sionaries, assembled about Bell tow- 
er, .are singing the doxology. Rockets 
are blazing. 
Soldiers and civilians 


of all nationalities are fraternizing. 
The women are applauding the sound 
of the cannon that are smashing the 
yellow roofs of the forbidden city. 
The tired sifchs are planting- their 
tents on the lawn, and the American 
and Russian contingents are lighting 
campfires along the stretch of turf 
extending beyond the Tartar .wall. 


Through the ruins of the foreign 


settlement an 
eager, cosmopolitan 


crowd is jostling—Indians, CbEsacka, 
legation ladies, diplomats, Americans 
from the Philippines and French 
from Saigon, who kept discreetly to 
the rear while the fighting was in 
progress, but came- conspicuously to 
tho front when looting began. 
Only 


the Japanese, who have earned the 
first place, are al)sent. 
Besides, for- 


eigners welcome the luxury of walk- 
ing about and immunity from bul- 
lets. 
The newcomers are anxious 


to inspect the evidences of a historic 
defense. 
These barricades are, after 


all, 
the most wonderful sight in Pe- 


kin. ;The barriers hedging the Brit- 
ish legation are a marvel 'of stone and 
brick walls and earthworks. 
Sand- 


bags shield- every foot of space. The 
tops of the walls have niches ifm-tlie 
riflemen, and the buildings, at their 
porticos and windows, have armor 
boxes, bags stuffed with dirt and 
pillows too, 


Back of the United States legation 


; a work 
named "Fort Myers," 


which the marines held, completely 
scrccing both sides of the walls, with 
steps leading to it. 
There is a loop- 


holed barrier across the wall which 
faces a similar Chinese work a few 
yards away. 
Another wall 'bars Le- 


•ation street in front of the Germa: 
legation; and confronting the ene- 
my's barricades within those limits 
are yet more walls, enabling the for- 
eigners to contract the area of de- 
'eiise if pressed. 
The tops of the 


American and British buildings were 
badly torn by the Chinese shells. 
The rest of the foreign settlement 
was almost demolished. 
Two thou- 


sand eight hundred shells fell there 
during the first three weeks of the 
Bombardment, 400 
in 
one day. 


luckets full of bullets were gathered 
n the grounds. 


Four hundred and fourteen people 


ived iu the compound through the 
greater part of the siege. 
Three 


hundred aud four marines, assisted 
iy eighty-five volunteers, gornmand- 
id by the English Captain Pool, de- 
ended the place. 
Eleven civilians 


were killed and nineteen wounded, 
fifty-four marines and sailors were 
tilled and 112 wounded.

It appears that early in the pres-

der these circumstances that the two 
boys happened to be aboard an extra

No. D, 
north bound and due there at 2:25 
o'clock, to pass. 


The trainmen's reports show that 


while the freight train waited for 
the passenger the boys came from 
their hiding place, and sat down 
near the tracks—Norton upon the 
ties at the outside of the main track 
and Baier between the main track 
and the 
siding. 
Here they fell 


asleep, and soon the express came 
thundering along and hurled young 
Norton's body a distance of several 
feet. 
Young Baier was awakened 


by the noise of the train just iu time 
to see the accident, but too late to 
arouse his companion. 


As the freight train started south- 


ward Baier hoarded the caboose and 
told the conductor that No. 5 had 
killed his friend. 
The trainmen of 


the freight at onre made a search for 
.he injured boy, and tenderly carried 
iiim into the caboose and took him 
ho Legraiige, where he might have 
medical attention. 
Norton was per- 


fectly conscious, and told the train- 
men 
he 
believed his 
back 
was 


Drokeu. 
The physician's examina- 


tion at Lagrangc showed that several 
of his ribs upon his left side had 
been broken, from the spinal column, 
and his left arm was cut and "bruised, 
jut otherwise the body showed little 
effect of his terrible experience. 


Friends in this city were at once 


lotifled by telegraph. 
Young Nor- 


ton sank slowly, though retaining 
consciousness almost to the moment 
of his death at 7 o'clock this morn- 
ing-. 
His remains were turned over 


to the coroner of Lagrange county, 
who held an inquest this afternoon. 


The parents of the young roan, to- 


gether with Undertaker Henry Well- 
mnn, left at 0 o'clock this morning 
for Lagrange, and will bring the re-

arious governments, have coroper-

main, Russia has directed Russian

The question, 


therefore, did not actually receive 
much consideration at the meeting 
today.

lives there this winter by reason of 
their destitute condition.
